ALLEN RUPPERSBERG 

Born 1944, Cleveland, Ohio. Lives in Los Angeles. 

Nature as philosophical guide and source of materials is central to 
Allen Ruppersberg's sculpture. Regarding natural laws as perfect in their 
order and formality, and natural objects as superior to man-made ones, 
Ruppersberg selects simple objects from nature, objects which he reorders, 
but does not change, for while such objects may be subject to 
rearrangement, they cannot be improved. Within this use he seeks to 
create simple object “presences,” experiences more psychological and more 
complete than mere sensory acknowledgment. 

Ruppersberg lived in the country, near Cleveland, in an area of dense 
mid western forest. Very early he began to search the forest because he 
loved them, and because he enjoyed collecting natural objects. This desire 
to preserve, catalogue, order, and organize things is paramount to his 
work today. 

Location Piece is a hieratic structure, a combination of two orders, 
natural and geometric, yet the simple organic objects, a few leaves, 
several stones and a severed deer head, dominate their container, a 
large geometric environment organized to align one’s approach to the 
objects and to heighten the experience of these objects. The deer head 
centrally placed within the chamber becomes a cult object, an ex voto to 
the forces of nature, an experience intensified by its being placed behind 
a sheet of glass, a gesture which adds to its preciousness and heightens 
its obscurity.
